Seven Featured Collections deserve special recognition: 

THE TWELVE OAKS COLLECTION, PART III 

Focused mainly on federal gold coinage, this extensive collection was assembled by a Midwest numismatist over a number 
of decades. Collectors and dealers alike will benefit from knowing that the very same numismatist also assembled the 
important Highland Collection, which was sold by another auction firm in 2015. This is our third installment from the collection, 
with more than 600 lots presented in all of the floor sessions including the Premier Session and our popular online Signature® 
Internet Session. 

THE CHERNY COLLECTION 

The Cherny Collection is one of the finest sets of Saint-Gaudens double eagles we have recently handled. Complete by date and 
mint except for the 1927-D (and the 1933), the set includes Saints ranging from Gem High Reliefs - both Flat Rim and Wire Rim 
variants - as well as a run of late-date double eagles that excels not only in certified grade, but also in aesthetic appeal. Equally 
high-end middle dates feature an exceptional 1920-S in MS65 PCGS - Ex: Dallas Bank Collection, the Akers and Bowers plate 
coin. 

A collection of Standing Liberty quarters makes up the balance of the consignment, led by attractive examples of the 1920-D 
in MS65 Full Head PCGS and the 1923-S in MS65 Full Head PCGS CAC. All of the quarters are in high Mint State grades, lacking 
only a few dates and mints for completion. 

THE WALTER FREEMAN COLLECTION, PART II 

Part I of The Walter Freeman Collection appeared at our Dallas event, with coins in collector-friendly grades to satisfy many 
numismatic interests. Type and series collectors will find carefully selected examples in a cross-section of circulated and 
Uncirculated conditions.

THE WASATCH COLLECTION OF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

Focused entirely on Liberty Head quarter eagles, the Wasatch name appears at or near the top of many quarter eagle Registry 
Set categories, including the #1 ranking for the Liberty Head $2-1/2 Gold Basic Set Circulation Strikes 1840-1907. The Liberty 
Head quarter eagle Mintmark Set in circulation strike format is 100% complete as well. The Premier Session and Session Two 
gold portions of the auction present many examples from this fine PCGS Registry Set collection, with additional coins in the 
Signature® Internet final session. Gold specialists will be able to fill any holes in their collections and find many important 
upgrades. The branch mint gold lots are particularly attractive and in-demand. 

SELECTIONS FROM THE COLLECTION OF DR. DONALD KNAACK 

Ten dollar gold pieces comprise the greatest part of this small but important consignment of rare gold. A 1797 Heraldic Eagle 
ten in AU50 NGC joins a conditionally rare 1799 Small stars Obverse eagle, MS63 NGC, as well as a 1795 eagle with 13 Leaves 
on the reverse, BD-4 variety, in AU53 PCGS Secure make up a portion of the consignment. Dr. Knaack is a noted early gold 
specialist and he has been a prominent collector for many decades. He is credited with confirming the authenticity of a number 
of discovery pieces, and has identified many numismatically significant varietal issues. 


THE FENN FAMILY COLLECTION, PART II 

High-grade mintmarked gold highlights selections from the Fenn Family Collection, Part II. We offered Part I of this fine 
collection at Long Beach in February of 2013. Additional lots from the Fenn Family Collection will appear as Part III of the 
upcoming FUN event in January, 2017. 

THE HAMILTON COLLECTION, PART IV 

Bust halves and other early type from the remarkable Hamilton Collection continue to cause a stir with collectors from coast 
to coast. The coins were assembled between two and three decades ago, with the slabbed coins remaining in their original 
holders from the early days of third-party certification. Raw coins have been recently certified. We are pleased to present 
additional selections from The Hamilton Collection here, as well as in the upcoming FUN auction in January. 

Other notable New York lots are too numerous to describe in this letter, although we must mention the 1870-S Seated dollar in 
XF40 NGC that headlines the Premier Session. It is the former Miles-Queller coin, one of only nine confirmed examples known 
to survive.

Boyd/Ford examples weighed 17.6 and 18.7 grains. A walnut- 
brown representative with generally pleasing surfaces despite small 
depressions west of the 1 in the date. A few peripheral letters 
on the upper obverse and left reverse are off the flan. The tree is 
virtually complete, and the date and denomination are bold. Listed 
on page 41 of the 2017 Guide Book.

Glossy 
burgundy-brown patina graces both sides, with tinges of copper-red 
in the protected regions. Excellent surface preservation and boldly 
struck design elements only add to the outstanding visual appeal.

Genuine. Fine Details. The Large Edge Letters are frequently seen 
on CM, identified as CM a, but rarely on any other die marriage 
among the 1794 half cents, each identified as the “b” subvariety 
for C-2 through C-6. Collectively known fondly as the “B-Babies,” 
only about 50 such pieces exist for all five die marriages. That 
population includes slightly more than a dozen examples of C-4b. 

Commodore W.C. Eaton first reported this sub-variety in the 
November 1921 issue of The Numismatist, although his discovery 
specimen is untraced today. However, general knowledge of the 
variety remained hidden until the mid-1970s. Two examples were 
on display at the 1976 “Half Cent Happening,” a gathering of half 
cent aficionados, including this cataloger who saw both pieces at 
that event in Ann Arbor, Michigan. 

This deep steel-toned example has the sharpness of Very Fine, 
with heavy corrosion and some slight smoothing of the surfaces. A 
small defect appears at the lower left obverse.

This is the rarest die pair of all 1795 half cents, and presents an 
extremely important opportunity for advance collectors to acquire 
a well-detailed example. Less than three dozen exist in all grades, 
and most are in lower grades with the finest known EAC-graded 
VF35. Olive-brown and tan surfaces exhibit several small nicks on 
each side that PCGS describes as damage. The overall appearance 
of this piece is exceptional, and it will undoubtedly find a new 
home with an advanced half cent variety collector.

The Capped Bust, Reeded Edge half dollar 
design was adopted in 1836. The reverse design was modified in 
1838 to express the denomination as HALF DOL., making the half 
dollars of 1836 and 1837 a two-year type design. This Select half 
dollar is well-struck and highly lustrous with an attractive, satiny 
sheen across both sides. The surfaces are minimally toned with silver- 
gray fields and centers and hints of golden color at the peripheries. 
A handful of mild marks are consistent with the grade.

Phenomenal No Drapery Type

impressively lustrous beneath peach and blue patina that is more 
intense on the reverse. A delightful No Drapery piece, just a touch 
of rub away from a much more expensive Mint State designation.

The 1855-S is scarce- 
to-rare in all grades. Just 129,500 pieces were struck when, in the 
second year of San Francisco Mint operations, coinage slowly 
transitioned from gold to silver in 1855. Both half dollars and 
quarters were produced in smallish quantities. The denominations 
circulated heavily in Gold Rush economy, where small change was 
in great demand. This is a Choice VF half dollar with somewhat 
subdued, stone-gray surfaces but only small marks and lines across 
the generally smooth surfaces. Sharp definition remains for the 
assigned grade.

Lustrous and 
essentially pristine with a crisp strike. The reverse displays light 
wheat-gold toning. The advent of the Morgan dollar tied up Mint 
resources, and Seated half coinage was reduced to token levels until 
1891. The 1879 business mintage was only 4,800 pieces, though 
dealers with connections to the Philadelphia Mint secured a few 
hundred Uncirculated examples.

A chipped dentil over the R in 
AMERICA suggests this reverse was prepared from the existing No 
Motto master die with the Motto added, rather than from a new 
master die. This proof was carefully preserved for decades, acquiring 
colorful rim-to-rim multicolor toning over the mirrored fields. 
The sharply struck, lightly frosted devices display a similar patina, 
reducing the visible contrast but still showing excellent eye appeal.

Noted authority on the series, Ken Conaway, has 
only seen five other examples from this series, and each of these 
are limited to Lots 7 and 8. This example is from Lot 7, as seen 
on the short, lower edge. The more frequently seen Type One 
ingots used curved stem 9s in the fineness. This is a particularly 
attractive and obviously original silver ingot in the five-ounce class 
that shows the usual layout: hallmark at the top and well centered 
I 578 I 999.5 / FINE. The Lot Number is on the lower edge. In the 
center of the back side is the weight: 6.21 / OZS. Above the deeply 
stamped weight is an inked weight as well. Ken Conaway said it 
was reported that after mint employees cast an ingot and it was 
removed from the mold, the next step was to weigh it and mark 
the weight on the back side before it was moved on to receiving 
the hallmark and other stampings. So, it is entirely likely the inked 
weight was done in the mint, further reinforcing the originality of 
this ingot.

Coin #1 was normally struck, but remained in the 
striking chamber instead of getting ejected. Coin #2 was then fed 
in, between Coin #1 and the reverse die. The pair were then struck, 
one stacked atop the other. Coin #2 has a steep and consistent 
reverse rim, where the coin wrapped around the border of the 
reverse die. The obverse of Coin #2 is a perfect brockage impression 
of the reverse of Coin #1. Coin #1 has an irregular wire obverse rim 
and a dished reverse border.

20 grams. The five members of the Nobel committees are tasked 
with the identification of a worthy laureate for the Nobel Prize 
in the various classes. With just five committee members, these 
medals were struck in minuscule quantities and are extremely 
rare today. Issued to committee members for Physics, this medal 
exhibits minuscule marks in the fields and on the rims, with frosty 
and fully lustrous yellow-gold surfaces. Nobel’s portrait on the 
obverse, and the arms of the Academy of Sciences on the reverse 
are bold and well-struck. 

There were no Nobel Prizes awarded in 1942 for any category, 
one of just six years that the prize for physics went unawarded. 
The other years were 1916, 1931, 1934, 1940, and 1941. The prize 
money was returned to the Nobel Fund, with one-third going to 
the Main Fund and two-thirds going to the Special Fund.

Hodder 1-A, 
W-1080, R.6. The Boston Mint operated for several years, and as 
a result, early Massachusetts silver is comparatively available. The 
same cannot be said for Maryland pieces, struck briefly in England 
under the authority of Cecil Calvert, second Lord Baltimore. The 
English government disapproved of exports of silver to the colonies, 
and Calvert’s arrest in October 1659 put an end to his coinage. 
Four denominations were issued, but the denarium is extremely 
rare, and only one die marriage each for the groat, sixpence, and 
shilling are collectible. This is a pleasing and unblemished dove- 
gray Large Bust shilling. The strike is consistent throughout except 
near 6 o’clock on the obverse, and opposite near 12 o’clock on the 
reverse, where the flan is slightly thinner.

In the 
informative Encyclopedia of United States Half Cents: 1793-1857, 
Walter Breen wrote that the Philadelphia Mint prepared two 
obverse and three reverse dies for this issue between April and 
July 1793. The obverse design was based on sketches prepared by 
David Rittenhouse, who in turn relied heavily on Augustin Dupre’s 
attractive Libertas Americana medal of 1782. On July 20, the first 
7,000 pieces were produced, followed by 24,934 coins on July 26, 
and a further 3,400 pieces on September 18. These three deliveries 
totaled a mere 35,334 coins. 

The surfaces on this extraordinary Mint State representative 
are an appealing medium brown color with hints of faded pinkish- 
orange that is primarily seen around the peripheral areas of the 
reverse. The high points of the devices are uniformly bold, and 
none of the usual porosity, corrosion, or other problems that so 
often mar these important early coppers are visible.

PR-1 and PR-3 are believed to be originals struck in 1864, 
while the PR-2 coins, using a reverse die that is seen on later-year 
proofs, are considered restrikes coined circa 1868. PR-1 appears 
significantly less often than PR-2. Our roster, drawn from Snow’s 
Flying Eagle and Indian Cent Attribution Guide, third edition, 
includes six individual coins and several additional appearances that 
likely represent different coins and early appearances of confirmed 
specimens. Snow estimates about eight or nine different pieces 
exist, although few have appeared at auction in recent years. 

This full Red Choice Cameo fails to match any of the previously 
known examples of the PR-1 variety, although comparisons become 
increasingly difficult with the older catalog listings. The coin 
has the distinction of being the only full Red example in the 
Census, and by extension the only Cameo proof. Each side displays 
stark field-motif contrast with rich copper-gold coloration and 
pronounced mirroring. Smooth surfaces lack major signs of contact. 
A carbon speck between feathers 2 and 3 serves as a pedigree 
identifier. This piece ranks as one of only two coins, all varieties 
included, designated as Red Cameo at PCGS, the other being a 
Gem PR-2 representative (9/16).

Apart from the various varieties such as the 
1916 Doubled Die, the 1918/7-D, et cetera, the greatest condition 
rarity among regular issues in the Buffalo nickel series is the 1926-S. 
This date is famous for its low (for the series) mintage of 970,000 
pieces, the only production total that does not breach the seven- 
figure barrier. Survivors bring a premium even in low circulated 
grades. Mint State examples are actively traded due to the 
“conditional key” status of the issue, although these are primarily in 
the MS63 to MS64 range. At the Gem grade level, the availability 
of this issue plummets, and finer pieces are prohibitively rare. 

Previously, we have handled a Gem example on only 14 
occasions, including multiple reappearances of some pieces. The 
most recent offering was a PCGS CAC coin in our ANA Signature 
sale (Heritage, 8/2014), lot 5543, which garnered $84,500. The 
present example is equally well-preserved and possesses comparable 
visual appeal. Although many examples of the 1926-S are poorly 
struck from eroded dies, this Gem displays mostly sharp detail 
with only trivial weakness on the bison’s shoulder and the hair 
immediately above the Indian’s braid. The fields are satiny, not 
flowlined, and each side displays delicate pastel shades of sky-blue, 
champagne, peach-gold, and rose. A loupe reveals only a few tiny 
ticks that are not out of line for the grade. 

NGC and PCGS combined report only two dozen other Gem- 
level examples of this issue, and a trio of Premium Gem submissions 
at NGC are the only finer pieces documented. In a series as heavily 
collected as the Buffalo nickels, this paltry survival rate in high 
grade makes for a headlining event whenever such a piece is 
offered.

The digit 1 touches curl 1, and the flag of the 5 connects 
to the underside of the bust. T and Y are close at the top. Stars 1 
and 2 in particular, but most of the other left-side stars as well, show 
evidence of die lapping — the dies clashed early on this marriage 
and were subsequently lapped — and are markedly weaker than the 
right-side stars. The single outside berry between UN in UNITED 
is sufficient to attribute the reverse. The reverse die is rotated 
clockwise about 90 degrees with respect to the obverse die. 

Splendid luster and surfaces that are problem-free are the calling 
cards of this Gem Flowing Hair half dime, one of the more available 
die marriages from the two-year type (along with 1794) but quite a 
conditional rarity in so fine a grade. Glints of gold, aqua, and jade 
are more prominent at the rims on each side, with coin-gray centers 
and a bold strike throughout. Bold clash marks are more prominent 
on the reverse, along with a couple of large die cracks on the left 
side of the wreath. 

The relative availability of the LM-10 die marriage will make 
this piece a logical, key acquisition for type collectors. For the 1795 
date, PCGS reports 11 examples in MS65, one in MS65 + , and 
14 submissions (but likely fewer separate coins) finer (9/16). This 
piece is one of only five in MS65 with the CAC green approval 
sticker.

first silver coins, half dollars and dollars, were coined in the last 
quarter of 1794, with half dimes minted early in 1795 (bearing 
the 1794 date). At the time, the nation consisted of 15 states, 
as Vermont became a state in 1791, and Kentucky in 1792. 
For that reason, those initial silver coins had 15 stars. Once 
Tennessee was admitted to the Union in June 1796, another 
star was added to the silver and gold coins, creating the 16 star 
varieties. 

Some 1797 half dimes also exist with just 15 stars, and we 
believe that those pieces were coined from an obverse die that 
was actually engraved early in 1796, omitting the final date 
digit, in anticipation of a coinage need that never materialized. 
Early in 1797, that die was completed by punching a 7, then 
the die was hardened and put to use. Those were the first 1797 
half dimes minted, and they are known by the variety notation 
Logan-McCloskey 1 (LM-1). When a new obverse die was 
created in 1797 for further coinage, the obverse was correctly 
engraved with 16 stars. As Pennsylvanians and others migrated 
to the Northwest Territory in the early and mkT1790s, Mint 
officials obviously and correctly realized that additional states 
where on the horizon, and they also realized that they would 
soon run out of space for additional stars representing more 
states. The last half dime obverse engraved in 1797 (LM-4) 
had 13 stars representing the original 13 states, and that star 
count remained constant into the 20th century with only a few 
exceptions. 

The Pogue cataloger sold this coin short, in our opinion, 
when he wrote: 

“This is the finest example known from these dies. Two 
of its closest competitors are pieces we have offered in the 
last dozen years: the 2004 Oliver Jung specimen, graded 
PCGS MS-65, and the Eliasberg coin currently graded NGC 
MS-66.” 

However, both of those coins are actually examples of LM-2, 
and not LM-3 that is offered here. The only comparable example of 
LM-3 that we have located is the MS66 NGC coin that appeared 
as lot 85 in the August 1998 Bowers and Merena Rarities sale and 
reappeared in our August 2014 sale of the Oliver Jung Collection. 
Although PCGS grades three 1797 half dimes in MS66 and one 
in MS67, and NGC adds three more graded MS66, we are aware 
of just four 1797 half dimes that exceed MS65, three in MS66 and 
one in MS67, as shown in the following roster.

While the MS67 LM-1 half dime is numerically finer according 
to PCGS, this piece from the Pogue Collection and the similarly 
graded Oliver Jung coin that we sold in August 2014 are the 
sharpest struck 1797 half dimes we have encountered. In addition 
to the sharp strike, this piece exhibits pristine surfaces with full 
mint luster and pewter-gray surfaces beneath original cobalt-blue, 
emerald-green, and iridescent toning. Careful examination, even 
with a strong glass, will fail to turn up more than a few minuscule 
marks that have gathered in the last 220 years since this beauty was 
struck.

The varieties in question include the 1918/7-D Buffalo and 
1943/2-P Jefferson nickels, the 1942/1 -P and -D Mercury dimes, 
and the 1918/7-S Standing Liberty quarter, a spirited discussion 
arose several years ago (April 2010) in the E-Sylum concerning the 
differences between those issues. Numerous contributors lumped 
the issues together as “dual hub overdates,” created when two 
differently dated working hubs were used to finish a working die. 

Tom DeLorey — formerly editor of “Collector’s Clearinghouse” 
for Coin World, former ANACS senior authenticator, and an 
expert in errors and varieties — however, pointed out that the 
1942/1-P and -D Mercury dimes were actually created when the 
Mint respaced the digits in the date, and that no other portion of 
the design is doubled: 

“The doubling on the 4 on the 1942/4DP and 1942/4DD dimes 
is the result of the 4 being moved slightly between the master 
die for 1941 and the master die for 1942. The rest of the design 
is not doubled. Just the 4 and the 2/1. The Mint’s engravers 
often respaced the third date digit when there was a significant 
difference in the width of the old fourth digit and the new fourth 
digit, as happened between 1941 and 1942. Occasionally they 
would remake the entire date for the sake of artistic balance.”

(2008), suggests rather convincingly that all three 1825 varieties 
were struck with just two different obverses, both of which are in 
fact 1825/4/2 overdates. 

The first was used only for the B-l marriage, while the second 
was used for B-2, then lapped, and reemployed for B-3. The 
story of how this remarkable scenario came to be is not set in 
stone, but a careful study of the available data suggests that both 
dies were prepared in 1822, but were unneeded for production, 
so they were shelved. In 1824, they were among three dies that 
were overdated for new coinage (likely by the hand of Christian 
Gobrecht), but were again not employed for production. Then, 
in 1825, they were overdated once more (this time by William 
Kneass) and finally used for coinage. This likely chain of events is 
substantiated by noticeable recutting on the 8 in the date of both 
obverses, a characteristic shared by the 1824/2 obverse that was 
used in that year and overdated by Christian Gobrecht. 

Of the three 1825 overdate varieties, B-2 is the most 
frequently seen, but its availability in Mint State is nearly nil. 
PCGS has certified and attributed only 26 examples in all levels of 
Uncirculated, with just two pieces in MS66 and none numerically 
finer (9/16). This example is lightly toned lavender-gray, with 
glowing underlying luster and notable preservation. The stars show 
complete centers and the central devices are sharply impressed. 
This is an early die state piece (Tompkins 1/1), with the upper 
curve of the underlying 2 clearly evident to the right and left of the 
primary 5, and the horizontal crossbar of the 4 faintly visible within 
the lower loop of the same. An important condition rarity and an 
intriguing variety for the Capped Bust quarter specialist. NGC ID#

“[Two] sets of dentils were hand cut into the dies. The first 
set was 0.9 mm high and faint.

This gives the appearance of diagonal spurs running off the 
corners of the second cut dentils. A die crack runs from 
the rim through the left upright of the ‘N’ in ‘UNITED’ to 
the wing. A die bulge is at the juncture of right wing and 
shield. Also another at the lower right thigh - field area.” 


When writing his 1991 series reference, Briggs called the 1840- 
O Large O Drapery quarter R.6 in all grades, adding that it was “to 
date” the rarest collectible Seated Liberty quarter. 

This near-Gem offers muted luster over silver-gray surfaces 
accented with pale blue and copper tones near the rims. This piece 
should create a considerable stir within the Liberty Seated collector 
base.

Only 43,000 pieces were 
struck of the 1840-0 Drapery quarters between the Large O and 
Small O variants combined — an amount far smaller than the 
1840-0 No Drapery, struck to the extent of 382,200 coins. The 
mintmark is considerably larger on the Large O — Cherry pickers 
calls it “25% larger” — than on normal O-mint quarters of this 
period, but an easier way to distinguish the Large O versus Small O 
is the centering and shape. The Large O is neatly centered at the 
apex of the fletchings and olive stem tip and it is elongated, where 
the Small O (Briggs Reverse B) is shifted perceptibly to the left 
(facing the coin), and it is round.

Briggs 1-A. New Orleans in 1858 was 
in her heyday as Queen of the Delta, the paddlewheel steamship 
capital of the world, before her glory would be tarnished, first by 
the Civil War, and shortly thereafter by the completion of the 
transcontinental railroad. The products of her illustrious Mint 
traveled far and wide to satisfy the needs of booming commerce. 
How this coin survived for more than 150 years in Gem condition 
is a mystery, but the eye appeal of the piece is perfectly clear. Silver, 
gold, and peach interior shadings give way to blue-green, azure, 
and cerulean at the margins. Strong cartwheel luster swirls through 
the fields, and the well-defined devices offer appealing touches of 
frostiness. 

Amazingly, Gene Gardner had the two finest 1858-0 quarters 
in his collection.

Later estimates of the 1858 silver proofs rose to between 225 and 
300 coins, based largely on David Bowers’ research on the 1858 
proof dollar for Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States.

Interestingly, the most available of these three in Mint 
State is the lowest-mintage 1913-S ... choice and gem pieces that 
are well struck and very attractive are extremely hard to find, 
except in just a few varieties.” 

PCGS currently shows 834 grading events in all grades for the 
1901-S quarter (9/16). Most of those submissions grade Good 4 or 
lower. There are more coins certified About Good 3 than any other 
grade. The reason for the preponderance of heavily worn 1901-S 
quarters in population data is, reasonably, that most of the quarters 
were used rather than put aside. It is interesting that all three of 
the rare Barber quarter dates are more heavily represented by low 
grades than high grades in comparison to the other years in the 
series. Those three rarities are also San Francisco issues, and the 
citizens of Western states tended to prefer coins rather than paper 
notes. Perhaps with relatively few coins to start with, the quarters 
kept moving from pocket to cash drawer and back again, and they 
were simply used up. Whatever the reason, a Mint State 1901-S 
quarter is rare, and a Gem example extremely rare. 

The history surrounding the Barber design is enlivened by 
events of intrigue and self-interest, not surprising for the era. 
The Seated Liberty quarter design had been around since the 
late 1830s, and some thought it time for a change. Either because 
of legitimate confusion over past legislative intent, or perhaps 
due to other motives, Mint Director James P. Kimball worked 
with Senator Justin Morrill to have a bill introduced that would 
simplify the approval process for new coin designs. The resultant 
Act of September 26, 1890, allowed the Treasury to change coin 
designs, without Congressional approval, after an existing motif 
had been in use for 25 years. 

Walter Breen (1988) colorfully describes what happened next: 
“Implementing Kimball’s eccentric idea, the Treasury shortly 
afterward announced a competition among 10 of the best-known 
American artists for new coin designs — only to find that they 
jointly rejected the terms ... the Treasury’s riposte was to throw the 
competition open to the public ... [Mint Chief Engraver Charles 
Barber’s] presence among the judges was the kiss of death. The 
Treasury circular of April 4, 1891, giving details of the competition, 
elicited about 300 entries. Of these 300, only two were thought 
worth even an honorable mention; Barber made certain that no 
prize would be awarded. The new Mint Director, Edward O. Leech, 
called the contest ‘too wretched a failure’ ever to be tried again, and 
ordered Barber to prepare the designs himself — which is exactly 
what Barber had wanted all along.” 

Director Leech was more magnanimous toward Barber. In a 
letter to art critic R.W. Gilder, Leech noted that “Mr. Barber comes 
from three generations of mint engravers and designers, and has 
done excellent work in coin designing, and is in every way equipped 
for this important duty.” Perhaps anticipating further concern about 
Barber, he added “artistic designs for coins, which would meet the 
ideas of an art critic like yourself, and artists generally, are not always 
adapted for practical coinage.” (Don Taxay, The U.S. Mint and 
Coinage, 1966). Even today Barber’s artistic abilities are debated, 
but nonetheless the coins bearing his designs are avidly collected. 

For Barber quarter enthusiasts, the 1901-S is the premium 
issue of the series. The surfaces of this example are lustrous and 
well struck, though with a bit of softness at the hairline of Liberty 
and on the right edge of the reverse shield and nearby wing. The 
surfaces boast a pleasing palette of rose and cinnamon toning, 
accented with blue and silver highlights (including a blue blush 
on Liberty’s cheek). There are no distracting marks or spots. Many 
collectors are happy to find a 1901-S quarter at any grade, but an 
example at this level of preservation and with such a remarkable 
appearance is a rare opportunity. This coin is sure to be a standout 
of the advanced Barber or type collection, admired and appreciated 
for many years to come.

Although numismatic tradition 
suggests that the bare bust of Liberty on the 1916 Standing Liberty 
quarter sparked a public outcry that forced congress to issue a 
design change, there is no known documentation to substantiate 
this. The congressional legislation of July 1917, mentioned nothing 
of adding chain mail to Liberty’s torso, and therefore its addition 
to the figure was technically illegal. Modern research into the 
reasons for the design change of mid-1917 traces back to a formal 
complaint by the coins’ designer Hermon MacNeil in a January 11, 
1917 letter to Mint Director F.H. von Engelken. This preceded the 
coin’s public release after the 17th of the month and debunks the 
theory that public outcry initiated the design change proceedings. 

Why MacNeil added chain mail to Liberty’s torso on the 
revised 1917 design is not documented, although the clearest 
explanation that can be proposed from research by Roger Burdette 
and others is that the armor covering was intended to signify the 
fact that the United States had now entered the World War - 
Previously, the design was intended to signify the United States’ 
preparedness for war. Other non-numismatic allegorical depictions 
by MacNeil from this period show similar armor garments. 

The 1916 Standing Liberty quarter was a last-minute issue of 
December 1916, and boasts a proportionately small mintage of 
52,000 coins. The present Select Full Head coin is about as sharp as 
this issue is known to exist and lacks any severe abrasions. A hint 
of light golden color graces satiny mint luster, offering pleasing eye 
appeal.

Despite its low mintage of 548,000 pieces, the 1921-S half 
dollar was almost unsaved in Mint State until the 1930s, by which 
time the availability of such coins was scant.

Details. Regardless of the year or the state of the coin market, it is 
challenging to acquire a pleasing 1794 Flowing Hair dollar in any 
condition, let alone one that is completely problem-free. The coin 
in this lot is not perfect, but it does possess a number of noteworthy 
and desirable features besides the incomparable 1794 date. Of 
obvious mention is the striking definition along the lower left 
obverse periphery, which is typically compromised by limitations of 
expertise and equipment at the early Mint in 1794. Stars 2, 3, and 4 
are discernible, if not complete, but star 1 can be described as being 
mostly absent. All four digits in the date are partially (if not mostly) 
present, this despite notable softness of detail over the 1. 

The reverse die was also misaligned at the time of striking 
with the resultant letters in STATES soft to the point of going 
missing at the tops of ATE. A tiny planchet flaw is noted at 7 
o’clock at the dentils. All other design features are present, and 
there is satisfying bold definition in protected areas of the obverse 
portrait and reverse eagle. Both sides reveal only minor, scattered 
circulation marks, and none are particularly important given the 
amount of wear that this coin saw. Adjustment marks are noted at 
the base of the obverse under the date and to its left. 

Most of the surfaces display attractive dove-gray coloration, 
although we do note a few areas of reddish color and brief 
iridescence around the peripheries. This last feature brings us to 
this coin’s most significant detraction: a small, semicircular piece 
of the planchet is missing at the top of the obverse, resembling a 
rim clip, but perhaps more accurately described as a planchet cut. 
It immediately pedigrees the piece as the Laurence H. Gardner 
specimen, who later bequeathed it to the Buffalo Historic Society 
where it resided for 60-odd years. We had the pleasure of selling 
this same coin as lot 822 of our April, 2006 Midwinter ANA 
Signature event. The piece is currently listed on page 134 of the 
definitive Martin A. Logies reference. 

As a higher-grade survivor of America’s first silver dollar and 
a fabled numismatic rarity with relatively good overall definition, 
the coin represents a bidding opportunity that one should consider 
most carefully. Housed in an early generation small-sized ANACS 
holder.

The second edition of the Bowers Silver Dollar Encyclopedia 
records seven Mint State examples among the notable specimens 
section for the variety.

Delicate honey toning visits this otherwise brilliant 
Draped Bust dollar. The strike is good aside from softness on the 
bust tip and opposite on the right-side reverse stars. The obverse 
has a few faded marks, but this partly lustrous example exhibits 
good eye appeal.

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5345 1870-S XF40 NGC. For four weeks in the winter of 1914, the ANS sponsored an exhibit of Colonial and U.S. coins drawn from 
all the prominent collectors and dealers of the era. When one views the catalog of that exhibit today, the number of major rarities is 
simply staggering. Such an exhibit probably could not be duplicated today. Even if collectors and dealers of today would cooperate 
and allow their major rarities to be exhibited, the cost of insuring such an exhibit would likely be prohibitive. A review of the exhibit 
and catalog, as interesting as it would be, is beyond the scope of this write-up. The mention of one major rarity would slight another 
that would be omitted. However, it is important to note that the catalog is organized by area of specialty and interest, and then by 
exhibitor. There were 27 exhibitors, and needless to say, the list reads like a Who’s Who in numismatics from a hundred years ago. 

One of the exhibitors was H.O. Granberg, from Oshkosh, Wisconsin. Granberg made his name and fortune in the railroad and 
mining businesses. Among the many rarities he contributed to the ANS exhibit was one in the United States Coins chapter on page 36. 
Under the Silver Dollars section and San Francisco Mint subsection is: “1870. Only specimen known. No record of issue in the mint. 
(Illustrated.)” Undoubtedly the 44'year-old Seated dollar was little noticed among the well-known rarities on display. However, one 
collector who did take notice was Waldo C. Newcomer, another former railroad employee who then rose to prominence in banking. 
Newcomer had similar collecting interests to Granberg’s, and after a theft of his collection in 1913 (and sometime before 1916), he 
purchased both the Granberg and Heaton collections. Among the coins he purchased was the allegedly unique 1870-S silver dollar. 

As Nancy Oliver and Richard Kelly point out in “The Saga of the 1870-S Silver Dollar” in the May 2005 Numismatist , after Waldo Newcomer 
purchased the coin, he exhibited it at the 1916 ANS in Baltimore. This time the piece was noticed, and The Numismatist reported: 

“Another excessively rare, if not unique, variety of the silver dollar is the one of the regular die struck in 1870 but bearing the small letter ‘s’ 

on the reverse, which is shown to most of the collectors probably for the first time, and which to many up to this time has been unknown.” 

The mystery of the 1870-S dollar had begun, a mystery that would remain unsolved until 2005. 

The explanation of the rarity and importance of the 1870-S Seated dollar is rooted in the building of the San Francisco Mint and the laying 
of its cornerstone on May 25, 1870. For months it had been known that among the items to be included in the time capsule in the new Mint 
building would be a complete denomination set of U.S. coins dated 1870. The 1870 dies were received in December 1869, shipped from the 
Philadelphia Mint to San Francisco — with a couple of important omissions. The gold dollar and three dollar dies lacked an S mintmark. 
Once the reverse dies were received from the Philadelphia Mint and production began in earnest on all of the coins for the time capsule, it was 
discovered that there was no obverse die for the Seated dollar. Oliver and Kelly found evidence of a close working relationship between San 
Francisco Mint Superintendent A.H. FaGrange and Carson City Mint Superintendent Abraham Curry. They theorize that FaGrange asked for 
and received an 1870-dated dollar obverse die from Curry. Unfortunately, vast amounts of data from the various mints were destroyed some 30 
years ago as a cost-cutting measure — we will never know for certain. The speculation is plausible, however, as one telegram survives from Curry 
to FaGrange, dated March 2, 1870: 

“I have this day to acknowledge the receipt of silver dollar radius plates, and take this occasion to renew my thanks for your kindness.” 

What exactly “silver dollar radius plates” are is unknown, but this brief telegram underscores the working relationship between the two mints 
and the superintendents. 

Oliver and Kelly also speculate that an S-mint silver dollar would be an excellent memento for the groundbreaking ceremonies. 
It is logical to conclude that such coins would be unknown to the collecting public, since they were produced under clandestine 
circumstances; that is, there is no mint record of the production of these dollars. When one examines the roster of the known 1870- 
S dollar specimens, it appears that is precisely what they were intended for — mementos — and most appear to have been used as 
pocket pieces. They certainly show evidence of many years’ ownership by non-numismatists. Only one of the nine known examples 
is Uncirculated. Other pieces are scratched, one shows a test mark, another is pitted, and still another tooled. 

The commonly accepted number of 1870-S dollars produced is 12. In the absence of mint records to back up that number, or any 
other credible primary source, we are left with nine known examples, another that allegedly appeared and then disappeared around 1990, 
and an 11th piece that is presumably still entombed in the cornerstone of the San Francisco Mint building. That would mean one other 
piece is lost, which would bring the total to a nice, round figure of 12 pieces. The roster of known and rumored 1870-S dollars follows:

The surfaces of this piece are bright throughout, with a pale layer of golden and lilac toning. The brightness and color is evenly 
matched on each side. Unlike several other circulated 1870-S dollars on the roster, there are no mentionable or distracting marks 
or other problems on this piece. Both sides show the normally expected number of small abrasions that a coin would receive from 
circulation or as a pocket piece; the brightness is also consistent with several years’ residence in a pocket. The only larger 
mark that helps identify this as the Miles-Queller piece is located to the left of the O in OF. The strike is soft, as always, 
on the head of Liberty. The mintmark is also predictably small, and it appears to have been weakly punched into the reverse die. 

The 1870-S dollar is a major rarity in the Seated dollar series, and is also one of the premier rarities in 19th century numismatics. It is seldom 
available in any condition, and usually several years pass between appearances at public auction of one of the nine known pieces. NGC ID#

Identified as the Breen-5436 
variety, with a noticeably double-punched date and remnants of 
the secondary digits below the primary numerals, far below their 
correct position. Although few proof dollars were issued by the 
Mint dated 1846, David Bowers reports that perhaps as many as 40 
to 60 proofs were struck. Robert Julian suspected some well-heeled 
customer simply purchased several, or extras were struck for future 
sales in upcoming years. 

The Mint was pointedly quiet about the number of proofs 
struck for each pre-1858 date. All early proof Seated dollars are 
undoubtedly rare, and most are restrikes made later than their 
stated date. Many share a “common reverse” with a defect at the 
final A of AMERICA above the right edge of the crossbar and 
on the adjacent right upright. Duncan Lee in a notable CDN 
Newsletter considered all such coins with the shared reverse to be 
restrikes. He mentions the dramatically recut date and rates the 
1846 issue as the ninth scarcest of all Seated dollar proofs. 

Somehow, the estimated mintage has not translated to the 
grading services, with PCGS and NGC combined reporting just 
25 grading events. PCGS estimates only 20 to 30 proofs survive 
for the date. Among those that do exist, PR64 seems to be the 
highest somewhat-attainable grade, with just one coin certified 
finer than the present piece by either service (9/16). 

This PR65 coin is one of the finest-known examples and it is 
the second-finest proof 1846 dollar known at PCGS. The coin is 
splendid, with watery-deep mirrors and vivid iridescent patina on 
both sides. Wide, square rims surround the fully struck surfaces. 
Shades of orange, blue, lavender, and gold cover the glittering fields 
and lightly frosted devices. A few light lines are visible with a glass 
beneath the toning near star 13, but they do not detract in the least 
from the overall visual impact.

At the Gem and 
finer Cameo levels, a trio of PR65s (two at NGC, one at PCGS), 
a pair of PR66 NGC pieces, and a sole PR67 NGC coin comprise 
the reported Condition Census. Of these, one or more may be 
duplicate submissions. Our Permanent Auction Archives list one 
appearance of the PR65 Cameo PCGS coin back in 2007 and three 
appearances of the NGC Superb Gem, with no other Condition 
Census-quality offerings. 

The present Premium Gem Cameo displays a full strike and 
modest contrast with deep mirroring in the fields. Vivid rainbow 
toning surrounds the peripheries in tight rings, while the interiors 
exhibit soft champagne color.

But the real culprit behind the scarcity of the 
1889-CC Morgan is the fact that no quantities of the date were 
ever put into long-term storage. Coins that were not released into 
circulation in the 19th century were apparently melted under the 
terms of the Pittman Act in 1918. No significant quantities of the 
date turned up in the Treasury releases of the early 1960s, and only 
a single coin was represented in the GSA sales of a decade later.

“James Crawford, Master of the Mint at 
Carson City,” died on March 8, 1885, after “A Short Full Life” 
chronicled by Rusty Goe in his recent volume of the same title. 
The period of mourning that followed would, for various reasons, 
turn into a four-year hiatus, a total shutdown during which the 
Carson City Mint would make no coinage at all. The Carson City 
Mint finally reopened in July 1889, but it would make only silver 
dollars and double eagles in its partial year of coinage, 350,000 
Morgan dollars and 30,945 of the Liberty Head twenties. Rusty 
Goe maintains that some 250,000 to 325,000 of the 1889-CC 
silver dollars were eventually melted, “securing this date as one of 
the keys to a set of Morgan dollars.”

The mintage of 1892-S Morgan dollars was 
modest for the series, at 1.2 million pieces. Almost all of the coins 
were released into circulation in the 1890s, and few examples were 
saved by collectors, with the result that the issue is rare in Mint 
State grades today. Augustus Heaton’s reference on branclmmint 
coins would be published the following year, and collector interest 
in mintmarked issues blossomed in the early 20th century, but 
nearly all examples of the 1892-S had seen extensive circulation by 
that time. 

Contemporary collectors largely ignored the 1892-S when it 
appeared in auction catalogs. An early offering occurred in lot 347 
of the New Jersey Collection (Ed Frossard, 3/1898), ‘T892 San 
Francisco mint. Uncirculated.” The lot realized only $1.05, a small 
return, even in those days. The 1892-S was not present in any 
quantities in the silver dollar releases of the San Francisco Mint 
in the 1940s and 1950s. Likewise, the issue was underrepresented 
in the great Treasury releases of the early 1960s. In recent years, 
analysis by specialists like Wayne Miller revealed the true rarity of 
the 1892-S in Mint State. Collectors today are aware of its status as 
a prime condition rarity in the series. 

The present coin is an attractive Mint State example, featuring 
needle^sharp striking details. Even the hair above Liberty’s ear 
is crisply rendered. The fields are reflective and semiprooflike, 
especially on the reverse.

Q. David Bowers writes in his 
underutilized Buyers Guide to Silver Dollar and Trade Dollars of the 
United States that “possibly tens of thousands” of 1893-S Morgan 
dollars were melted under the provisions of the Pittman Act of 
1918, out of the original production of 100,000 business strikes. But 
he adds, “That the 1893-S is not an ‘impossible rarity’ is because 
thousands of worn specimens survive.” The average survivor is 
likely to grade somewhere in the VF20 to VF35 range, but examples 
are available — in theory, at least — from AG up to a couple of 
MS67 examples that have seen much numismatic ink in the last 
few years. The ex: Cornelius Vermeule/Jack Lee 2 example, MS67 
PCGS, was the first Morgan dollar to break the $1 million price 
barrier when Laura Sperber of Legend Numismatics sold it to a 
private collector in October 2008 for “over one million” dollars.

Nonetheless, the vast majority of proofs 
certified are in non-Cameo grades, and only about one fourth of 
the proofs that we have handled were designated as Cameos. In 
Deep Cameo, the 1881 proof silver dollar is a commanding rarity. 
PCGS lists only two pieces in this category, including a PR66+ coin 
and the present PR66 coin. Both examples are CAC-endorsed. 
NGC has not certified any Ultra Cameos. This is the first recorded 
auction appearance of the present coin, and the other Deep Cameo 
has only been offered publicly once: in our ANA Signature sale

December 1848, the military governor of California, Colonel R.B. 
Mason, shipped approximately 230 ounces of newly mined gold from 
the California mines to Secretary of War, William L. Marcy, who 
transferred the shipment to Mint Director, Robert M. Patterson, 
to be used for the production of a number of special quarter eagles 
commemorating what would one day be viewed as the most famous 
gold rush in American history. Patterson produced 1,389 quarter 
eagles with the California gold, and each was hand-stamped with 
a special CAL. punch, creating what many numismatists herald as 
the first United States commemorative coin. 

The CAL. notation was apparently punched into each coin 
while it still rested in the die, as no flattening of the obverse design 
elements from the blow is observed on any known specimens. Only 
one punch was used, and while its placement in relation to the 
surrounding design elements varies slightly, the orientation of the 
letters CAL. in relation to each other is identical on all genuine 
pieces. 

Survival estimates vary, though Garrett and Guth suggest fewer 
than 75 examples are extant.

The 1855-D is considered to be 
the rarest, or least tied for that honor with the even lower-mintage 
1856-D, as the most elusive Dahlonega issue of the denomination 
with only 50-60 pieces believed known in all grades. In addition 
to the extremely low output, it is also one of the poorest-produced 
D-mint quarter eagles. AU and finer examples are unquestionably 
scarce and of the utmost importance to Southern gold specialists. 

Both sides of this elusive Dahlonega issue are toned in rich 
copper-gold hues, with a few isolated steel-blue highlights.

5487 1900 PR68 Deep Cameo PCGS. The quality of strike on the 1900 
proof quarter eagle is outstanding, and the mintage of 205 pieces 
is among the higher production totals in the proof series. These 
factors, along with the attraction of the 1900 date, make this proof 
quarter eagle an unparalleled type-coin candidate. 

Of the 205 pieces struck, at least half are believed to still exist 
in collections, including a coin in the ANS and two Gems in 
the Smithsonian Institution. However, the combined PCGS and 
NGC certified population report of 379 pieces in all grades is 
nearly double the number of coins actually struck. Much of this 
duplication is likely among the pieces reported as non-Cameo, 
which include many old listings from before Cameo designations 
were assigned to proofs. Our Permanent Auction Archives show 
23 previous offerings of a non-Cameo coin, 36 appearances of a 
Cameo, and 29 Deep Cameo offerings. Although these auction 
listings include reappearances and duplication, it shows that the 
majority of the surviving population is either in Cameo or Deep 
Cameo grades. All of the non-Cameo coins that we have handled 
have been in very low grade or otherwise impaired. The collector 
seeking a high-grade type coin will have to focus on Cameo and 
Deep Cameo coins, despite the strong prices they tend to bring. 

The remarkable coin in this lot is among the finest Deep 
Cameos seen by PCGS. The strike is needle-sharp, rendering 
the frosty yellow-gold devices starkly set off from the jet-black 
mirroring in the fields. A lOx loupe fails to reveal a single 
noteworthy imperfection. This coin embodies the epitome of 
the type collector’s dream coin. Our most recent offering of a 
comparable piece was in lot 3488 of our New York Signature sale

That is possible for the common dates, but for most collectors is 
unrealistic when it comes time to buy a 1911-D. The better option 
is to assemble a set that has a uniform look , rather than uniform 
grades. For instance, this particular coin would be best suited to 
a set of original Indian two and a halves that show rich, reddish 
patina. The strike is also exceptionally strong, and there is just 
the slightest hint of high-point friction. While the holder doesn’t 
designate it as such, the mintmark is strong and clearly outlined.

— PCGS Proof Genuine. Unc Details. Roger Burdette’s article, 
“Louis Garnett, Wheeler Hubbell, and the Goloid Fiasco,” 
published in the Spring 2015 issue of the Journal of Numismatic 
Research, does a remarkably thorough job in examining the 
production processes that led to the striking of four dollar 
gold Stellas in 1879 and 1880. As usual, Burdette’s meticulous 
research covers all aspects from the origins of Hubbell’s alloy to 
his proposal for a metric coinage system, the reason for the four 
dollar denomination, the involvement of Rep. Alexander H. 
Stephens, the designer(s) of the Stella, quantities produced, how 
they were distributed, and more. 

Burdette addresses the topic of so-called “original” 1879 
Flowing Hair Stellas. This has been the subject of considerable 
debate with some arguing unflinchingly for their existence, 
others denying it outright. Whereas researchers have previously 
pursued characteristics like weight, striations, and composition 
as determinants of originals, Burdette clarifies William Wheeler 
Hubbell’s own thoughts on the appearance of the so-called 
original 25 Stellas. He cites a letter from Hubbell to Mint 
Director Horatio Burchard from March 1, 1880, where the 
inventor gives precise instructions for preparing the Stella 
planchets for striking: 

“We have tested heretofore three modes of finish: one acid, 
one acid and alkaline, and one alkaline. The acid finish 
disengages too much of the copper, and leave the coin 
artificially pale on the face. The late Stellas (25) in this 
respect were too pale. ... In the finish of the gold and goloid 
coin, therefore, please use at first on the planchet only a weak 
solution of acid, to remove the soluble oxide of copper, wash 
off the acid, and then immerse the planchet in the alkaline 
solution of muriate of ammonia in water, 1 pound to a half 
gallon, for about a half hour.” 

Assuming Hubbell’s suggestion for finishing the planchets 
was implemented (and effective), the first batch of 25 Stellas 
should be distinguishable by their pale yellow-gold color versus 
the deeper orange-gold hue of later strikes — at least they would 
have been. An unknown number of 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas 
have since been wiped, dipped, circulated, and otherwise altered, 
making it impossible to compare the original surface coloration 
of many survivors. Such is the case with the present coin, which 
exhibits tool marks on Liberty’s cheek and light hairlines in the 
fields. Reflectivity remains in the mirrors, and each side displays 
rich orange-gold color — but whether or not the tangerine hue 
is original is impossible to know. To the unaided eye, this Stella 
is appealing and displays excellent detail. The collector seeking a 
still-good-looking example of this famous rarity without spending 
enormous funds may wish to give this piece close consideration.

First Year of United States Gold Coinage 
Small Eagle, BD-10 Variety 




Bass-Dannreuther 
Die State c/b. According to Mint records, 8,707 half eagles were 
struck in 1795, the first year the United States produced gold 
coinage. It seems virtually certain that some 1795-dated coins were 
struck in later years, as well, as the hard-pressed Mint continued 
to use dies until they failed in those early times, regardless of the 
Calender year. A total of 12 die varieties have been identified 
that employ the Capped Bust Right obverse design and the Small 
Eagle reverse, and three more varieties are known with the Large 
Eagle reverse design. The Large Eagle coins were probably struck in 
1797 or 1798. The coin offered here represents the BD-10 variety, 
with one point of star 10 pointed to the cap and the second T in 
STATES recut at the bottom. The BD-10 variety is very scarce 
in absolute terms, with a surviving population of 40-50 specimens 
in all grades. BD-10 coins probably accounted for about 750- 
1,250 pieces of the reported mintage. The obverse die was used 
previously to strike the BD-8 and BD-9 varieties of this date, but 
this was the only use of the reverse die. 

Perhaps because of its first-year status, early numismatists prized 
the 1795 half eagle, even before the hobby of coin collecting became 
widespread in this country. The date began to appear at auction as 
early as lot 170 of the A.C. Kline Sale (Moses Thomas & Sons, 
6/1855), where an example realized $6.75. Of course, prices have 
risen astronomically since 1855, and the record price realized for a 
1795 half eagle is $646,250, brought by the MS65 PCGS specimen in 
the D. Brent Pogue Collection when it sold in September of 2015. 

The present coin is an attractive near-Mint example, with 
strongly impressed design elements and lightly abraded antique- 
gold surfaces. The obverse shows some loss of detail in the letters, 
stars and hair, due to lapping, but just a trace of actual wear is 
evident. There are some faint planchet adjustment marks in several 
areas, and a lintmark in the field between the bust and star 12. A 
thin die crack shows on the reverse, from the rim to the foot of the 
last A in AMERICA.

Despite an unsuspecting mintage of 
more than 770,000 pieces, the 1910-S Indian half eagle is among 
the scarcer issues in the series in Mint State, and the typical 
Uncirculated coin grades no finer than MS62. In MS63 or better 
grades, the 1910-S five is a rarity, and in Gem or finer condition, 
only eight pieces are reportedly certified with room in that figure for 
one or two resubmissions. Our Permanent Auction Archives show 
only five previous appearances of a Gem-graded example and none 
finer. The last MS65 PCGS coin that we handled was more than 
a decade ago in our San Francisco ANA Signature sale (Heritage, 
7/2005), lot 10367, where it realized $49,450. More recently, an 
MS65+ PCGS CAC coin, offered by Goldberg’s (6/2016), lot 
1593, realized more than $123,000. There have been no other Gem 
examples sold at auction in the last decade and a half. 

This is an issue for which demand far surpasses the supply of 
Gem-quality survivors. The present coin is a landmark offering and 
an important Registry Set acquisition.

Dannreuther Die State b/b, the latest recorded die state with a 
delicate die crack from star 9 to star 10 and the tops of LIBE. The 
reverse has the die lump between OF and AMERICA that is seen 
on all known examples of this die pair. Four of the five known 1795 
eagle varieties have 13 leaves on the reverse, and BD-4 is the second 
rarest of those four varieties, only slightly more plentiful than BD-5. 
Perhaps 60 to 70 examples of this die pair are known in all grades. 

The 1795 half eagles were the first gold coins struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint in late July of that year. The eagles followed 
several weeks later in September 1795. Henry William DeSaussure 
was serving as the second Mint Director when the first gold coins 
were struck. He only directed the Mint operations for three months 
during the summer of 1795, yet receives credit for the introduction 
of U.S. gold coinage. 

Hints of green appear on the light yellow-gold surfaces of this 
example, retaining traces of luster on each side. The central details 
are a trifle weak from adjustment marks that extending into the 
fields, with other accompanying lines, especially on the obverse. 
Faint adjustment marks are evident along the upper-right obverse 
rim, with weakness on the lower-right reverse rim opposite those 
adjustment marks. The first-year type collector will appreciate this 
opportunity.

For example, the BD-4 eagle has a short tongue, the BD- 2 eagle has a long tongue, and BD-1 and BD-3 are 
without a tongue. All varieties are roughly similar in rarity, although BD- 1 is far more costly as it has the obsolete Small Eagle reverse. The present Heraldic 
Eagle reddish-gold example is well-defined and has light to moderate wear on Liberty’s cap and hair. There are no noticeable marks.

Dannreuther Die State f/d, cracked on both sides but most 
prominently around portions of the obverse periphery. BD-7 is the 
only Small Stars 1799 eagle variety that is not rare or extremely 
rare. Approximately 250 to 350 pieces are extant in all grades, 
but very few are known in pleasing Mint State condition. BD-7 
comprises a significant majority of the Small Stars population and, 
as a type, the Small Stars 1799 eagle is rarer in high grade than its 
Large Stars counterpart. In MS63, the grade of the present coin, 
BD-7 is a genuine rarity, and above this grade it is extremely rare. 

BD-7 was struck during two different periods, separated by the 
coinage of the rare BD-8 variety, which shares this obverse die. 
Early die state examples of BD-7 (obverse states a, b, and c) were 
struck initially, and the late die states (d and f) were struck during 
the remarriage of these dies after the obverse was briefly used for 
BD-8. Thus, the present terminal die state coin was among the 
final Small Stars 1799 eagles struck before the Large Stars varieties 
of BD-9 and -10 were created. The remarriage was prompted by the 
rapid deterioration of the BD-8 reverse, which became unusable 
before the obverse was ready to be retired. 

As a type coin, this Select Mint State BD-7 example is among 
the finest typically offered at auction, and as a variety candidate, it 
is a rare and important acquisition. The strike is even and sharp, 
and the bright yellow-gold surfaces offer satiny luster without 
significant abrasions. Some lightness of strike on Liberty’s central 
hair curls is hardly noticed and does not affect the reverse eagle.

A nominal mintage of 37,449 Capped 
Bust Right eagles was produced in 1799, with 10 die varieties 
known for the date. This coin represents the BD-10 variety, with 
Large Stars on the obverse, and the leaf touching the right foot 
of I in AMERICA on the reverse. Possibly as many as 300-400 
examples of the BD-10 survive in all grades, making the issue a 
popular one with type collectors.

Seldom Offered in Gem and Finer Condition 



5544 1909 PR66 NGC. In Mint parlance the proofs that were struck 
of the new Saint-Gaudens design were called either “bright proofs” 
or “satin proofs.” Those terms remained in use among collectors 
and dealers through at least World War II. Then at some time 
after the war, the terms “Roman Gold” and “Roman Finish” were 
used to describe the gold proofs struck in 1909 and 1910. The first 
appearance Roger Burdette has found in a numismatic reference 
was Walter Breen’s 1977 Encyclopedia of United States and 
Colonial Proof Coins. As Burdette states in an upcoming work on 
Saint-Gaudens twenties: 

“While ‘matte’ is a good descriptor of the appearance, it is less 
informative than the standard term of sandblast which tells us 
how the surface was made and conveys a metal image of the dull 
non-reflective appearance. Breen’s Roman proof term defies 
any logical explanation. It refers to no medallic finish type and 
provides no information about the appearance or method of 
manufacture.” 

And yet, the Roman Finish and Roman Gold proof terminology 
have endured for decades and today seem firmly entrenched in the 
numismatic lexicon. 

After a disappointing initial year for proofs in 1908, in which 
116 matte proofs were struck and sold, demand and production 
dropped significantly the following year with only 74 “Roman 
Gold” (i.e. satin) proofs produced. Curiously, even though the 
mintage was small for 1909 proof tens, the number of survivors 
is high relative to other 1908-1915 proof eagles. Akers ranks 
this year as sixth out of the eight issues in terms of availability. 
However, high-grade examples (PR65 and finer) are seldom 
encountered. Our records indicate that there have only been 
10 auction appearances of a PR65 1909 ten dollar since 1990, 
including both major services as well as a couple of uncertified 
pieces. The numbers taper predictably in PR66 with only six 
auction appearances, the last in 2005 until the present coin. Seven 
PR67 coins have been auctioned since 1982. 

This piece displays an attractive sheen characteristic of its 
proof finish. The underlying brightness is definitely present, as one 
would expect, but there is a confirmed presence of light reddish 
patina with occasional fleeting glimpses of lilac on each side. Only 
two post-strike contact marks are present, marks that undoubtedly 
influence the grade. One is a shallow horizontal abrasion across the 
high point of the Indian’s cheek.

Elusive in Mint State 



5547 1851 MS62 PCGS. CAC. The 1851 is a high-mintage issue 
from the inaugural period of the double eagle denomination, but 
few examples survive in Mint State, and this date is rare finer 
than MS62. In 1850 and ‘51, approximately 250,000 ounces of 
gold (mostly dust) was being mined monthly in California, with 
limited options available to miners and bankers for converting 
it into usable coin. Various private coiners and later the United 
States Assay Office in San Francisco consumed part of the ore, 
but the majority was either shipped abroad or transported via 
steamship to New Orleans and Philadelphia for coinage, mostly 
into double eagles.

The 1891 double eagle has received 
considerable demand and heraldry in recent years due to its 
scant mintage of 1,390 pieces. PCGS reports “about 100 known,” 
although gold specialist Mike Fuljenz, in Type Three Double Eagles , 
second edition (2015), writes: “It is likely that the total number 
known for business-strikes is around 75 pieces, and most are in the 
EF40 to AU50 grade range. The 1891 is very rare in the higher 
AU grades and extremely rare in uncirculated with an estimated 
10 to 12 known.” Our Permanent Auction Archives contain 
only 36 previous offerings of this date, almost exclusively in the 
AU50-AU58 grade range, suggesting that Fuljenz’s rarity estimate 
is accurate. If even a 10% resubmission rate is assumed, the 
combined NGC and PCGS certified population of 84 coins does 
not contradict these findings. The 1891 is an issue that is absent 
from the Smithsonian Institution in circulation strike format. 

The present near-Mint example displays a sharp strike and 
characteristically semiprooflike fields. Rich straw-golden hues 
dance in the reflective surfaces, and barely a brush of high-point 
friction occurs over the relief elements. Scattered light marks 
are not unusual for the grade.

reason for the mint’s establishment in the first place. The San 
Francisco Mint took over coinage production for the region.

He obviously rejected the smooth, flawless contours 
of the Neoclassicist Canova; rather, he embraced the realistic 
modeling of his subjects. Saint-Gaudens also harkened back to 
Hellenistic Greece when he sculpted the figure of Liberty as seen 
in the Sherman group and later on the High Relief twenty dollar 
gold piece. The figure was covered with drapery, but in such a way 
that the physique of the figure would stand out even through stone, 
as if it were transparent fabric. By striking the new twenty dollar 
gold pieces in high relief, it was easier to give the figure of Liberty a 
deeply chiseled, sculpted appearance. 

The majority of High Reliefs were struck before the “fin” or wire 
rim was corrected.

5619 1912 MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1912 double eagle’s primary source 
of survival was in the form of gold reserves, both in American 
banks as a federal reserve and in European banks as part of normal 
commercial trade. After performing new research into the matter, 
Roger Burdette suggests that at least 115,000 1912 twenties were 
shipped to foreign banks. These coins “were either melted or 
repeatedly counted and rebagged.” This excessive jostling of the 
heavy, soft gold coins resulted in extensive bagmarks for the pieces 
that survived to return to American collectors in recent years. The 
certified population of 1912 double eagles is thus concentrated 
in the MS61 to MS64 grade range and falls off at the top end of 
that spectrum. True Gems are scarcely seen, and finer pieces are 
prohibitively rare. This is an issue that the Smithsonian Institution 
lacks representation of. 

The present Gem is CAC-approved and as such is quite a rarity 
within the MS65 grade level. Another Gem that we recently 
handled garnered $30,550 without a CAC label in the ANA 
Signature sale (Heritage, 8/2016), lot 4384. This piece displays a 
sharp strike and satiny orange-gold luster. A few trivial marks in the 
left obverse field preclude an even finer grade. Population: 42 in 65

All 1914-P double eagles 
were minted in the second half of the year as backing for gold 
certificates. That total amounted to just 95,250 coins. Over 
time the bulk of coins were shipped to Europe, where they were 
handled extensively as they passed from one bank to the next.

5626 1915 MS65 PCGS. The 1915 has a the ninth-lowest mintage in 
the series. The United States put restrictions on the circulation 
of gold coinage during the First World War, and production was 
correspondingly curtailed during that time. Roger Burdette explains: 
“Gold circulation, including coin and certificates, rapidly declined 
as the Treasury sequestered remaining gold coin and certificates 
from circulation. Pre-war gold circulation patterns remained, but 
the volumes were very low, with paper currency backed by securities 
replacing gold certificates.” Most 1915 double eagles were shipped 
to Europe, and the typical example at PCGS and NGC grades just 
shy of MS62. An attractive Gem is the best nearly any collector, 
no matter how well-financed, can hope to acquire, as there is but a 
single MS66 coin at NGC. This condition rarity boats lively luster 
that illuminates boldly impressed relief elements. Light yellow-gold 
surfaces show minimal field marks, one of which inconsequentially 
obscures a portion of the Capitol dome.

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5628 1920-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1920-S Saint-Gaudens double eagle is among the greatest rarities in the series, particularly in high 
grade. In the absolute sense, the ‘20-S is a trifle more plentiful than the 1927-D, the 1930-1932 melt rarities, and by an even smaller 
margin, the 1921. However, in Gem condition, the 1920-S excels — at this level, only the 1921 and 1927-D are considered rarer 
or more significant acquisitions. This, of course, excludes the uncollectible 1933 and the 1907 Ultra High Relief pattern. 

No meaningful quantities of the 1920-S double eagle ever turned up in European hoards, and it is likely that none were 
ever officially used in the foreign trade. The bulk of the 558,000-coin mintage, after assay, was presumably kept in storage until 
the gold melting of the 1930s consumed the vast coin reserves in federal vaults. New research by Roger Burdette into the origin of 
surviving coins suggests that the less than 200 pieces believed known today likely came from two sources: a production residual 
of 144 coins that the San Francisco Mint Cashier paid out shortly after production, and from a group of 543 pieces that was shipped 
to Philadelphia for the Annual Assay Commission and was later, at least in part, paid out by the Philadelphia Mint Cashier. There 
is little evidence to suggest that any significant quantities of the 1920-S double eagle were ever distributed through other channels. 

The rarity of the 1920-S Saint first came to light publicly through auction appearances in the 1940s, such as the Belden E. Roach Collection 
(B. Max Mehl, 2/1944), the J.F. Bell Collection (Stack’s, 12/1944), and the Dr. Charles W. Green Collection (B. Max Mehl, 4/1949). 
The latter two sales featured the exact same coin. The small number of 1920-S double eagles appearing at auction led to ever-increasing 
auction realizations. In recent decades, low-end examples of the date are actively traded, but the top-grade Gems remain incredibly rare. 

The present coin is truly special. The plate coin for David Akers’ United States Gold Coins (1982) and Dave Bowers’ A Guide Book of Double Eagle 
Gold Coins, it traces to the legendary Dallas Bank Collection, auctioned by Sotheby’s and Stack’s in 2001, where it was heralded as “The Finest 
Known, without question. A truly majestic example.” By certified grade today, it ranks third in Roger Burdette’s Condition Census, although one 
glance at this piece in person will make the knowledgeable collector question that third-tier placement. The Dallas Bank coin is noticeably finer 
in terms of preservation than both of the other MS65s that we have handled, and we would suggest that its visual appeal rivals that of the two MS66 
Duckor coins (one also Ex: Eliasberg), which are ranked first and second in the current Condition Census. The published images of this piece in 
the 2001 Sotheby’s/Stack’s catalog and the aforementioned references do not do justice to the glowing luster and impeccable preservation. 

David Akers wrote of this piece in 1982: 

“Of the relatively few uncs that I have seen, only two were gems, the Eliasberg specimen and the Unc-67 coin pictured above that is in a 

prominent Dallas bank collection.” 

In his gold coins Handbook (1988), Akers reaffirmed: 

“The finest specimen I know of is in the Browning Collection held in trust by a Texas bank; it is virtually perfect in all respects with great 

color and lustre and bagmark-free, satiny surfaces. I graded it MS-67 when I saw it.” 

At the very least, the CAC endorsement of this piece in MS65 PCGS is duly deserved. The Sotheby’s/Stack’s catalog beautifully described this coin 
as “Satiny with an explosive, lustrous sheen, and fully revolving cartwheel lustre.” We would add that a loupe fails to reveal even a single mentionable 
abrasion in the fields of either side, and Liberty’s gown and the eagle’s wing are virtually devoid of the faint slide marks and minor ticks that often 
appear on the high points of Gem-graded Saints. Lovely rose, peach, mint-green, and silvery hues swirl in the central regions, ceding to frosty yellow- 
gold peripheries. Liberty’s torch hand fingers are delineated, and the Capitol building is sharp. This is a 1920-S whose aesthetic characteristics 
seem to have been stolen from a high-grade 1923-D double eagle. It would be difficult to regret acquiring this piece ... at any price.

5629 1921 MS62 PCGS. The 1921 Saint-Gaudens double eagle is the 
sister issue to the 1920-S: Its mintage is similar (528,500 pieces), 
it has a similar overall survival rate (estimated at fewer than 175 
coins in all grades), and it had similar reasons for that low survival 
rate. Numismatic researcher Roger Burdette reasons that at least 
most surviving coins are from production residuals and leftover 
pyx coins paid out by the Mint Cashier in late 1921 and early 
1922. Burdette’s studies have further uncovered correspondence 
that shows that Mint Curator T. Louis Comparette supplied a 
limited number of pieces directly to collectors during “the last 
days of the year, (1921)” and likely out of the residual coins in 
the Cashier’s possession — It is likely that these are primarily the 
source of the high-grade coins known today. 

The bulk of the 1921 mintage went into long-term storage. The 
foreign trade brought significant amounts of gold coin back to the 
United States in 1921, and exports were minimal. If any portion of 
the 1921 double eagle mintage was officially exported, it has not 
survived, as no more than a few handfuls of individual coins have 
turned up in overseas hoards. 

The 1921 double eagle’s similarity to the 1920-S erodes in high 
grades, where the Philadelphia issue emerges as the notably rarer 
date. It is genuinely rare at any Mint State level, and if a piece 
grading finer than MS62 can be found, that coin may quickly climb 
out of reach at auction. The rarity of the 1921 Saint is such that 
even a “low-end” Mint State example is a headliner when offered 
at auction. Any Uncirculated 1921 effortlessly climbs to or beyond 
the six-figure mark, and the tremendous aesthetic merit of the 
present MS62 coin has the potential to drive record bidding for the 
grade. Light high-point contact on Liberty’s figure and the eagle 
accounts for the MS62 designation, but the luminous, multicolor 
fields more than balance the eye appeal. Wisps of tangerine, 
lavender, mint-silver, and peach-yellow swirl throughout each side. 
The strike is boldly defined, and the lightly scattered abrasions pose 
minimal distraction for the grade. 

Collectors began to fully appreciate the rarity of the 1921 
double eagle as early as the mid-1940s, when published population 
estimates tallied only four or five coins. The availability of the date 
gradually increased, but the large quantities of hoard coins that 
eventually flooded the market for other dates were never found for 
the 1921, and the issue retains its legendary scarcity to this day. In 
Mint State, the 1921 is among the most challenging and important 
acquisitions in the entire date and mintmark set. Population: 20 in 
62, 17 finer (9/16).

Roger Burdette writes: “Most pieces seem to have been preserved 
in foreign holdings, most likely in Argentina or Brazil where it was 
common practice to leave U.S. gold untouched in its original bags.” 
Superb Gems are very scarce, to be sure, particularly with CAC 
approval. In fact, it would be nearly impossible to upgrade this 
outstanding representative. As is often found on the 1923-D, a die 
crack runs through LIBERTY. The surfaces are nearly immaculate 
and exhibit a couple of minute ticks below the eagle’s breast. A razor- 
sharp impression, gorgeous orange-gold coloration, and uninhibited 
mint luster ensure this coin’s suitability for type purposes.

The 
new coins must have been necessary for international payments. 
Burdette reports that $50 million in new double eagles were 
shipped out to the Federal Reserve Banks and New York Assay 
Office in 1924 for eventual export. Survival rates suggest the 1924 
double eagles sat in European and Central and South American 
vaults, where they were left largely undisturbed. Representatives 
are widely available through MS66 and only become truly elusive 
in this remarkable grade. Cartwheel luster swirls over immaculately 
preserved, peach-gold surfaces. The relief elements show a near-full 
strike. Slight softness occurs at the lowerdeft obverse. Locating 
a more appropriate example for type purposes would prove 
exceedingly difficult. Population: 97 in 67 (2 in 67 + ), 1 finer.

Personnel at the Colorado branch 
mint accomplished a large production of more than 3 million 
double eagles in 1924, approaching that of their Philadelphia 
counterparts. Yet the D-mint coins are among the scarcest in 
the series, while the 1924'P is the most frequently encountered 
issue across all grade levels. The difference: all but 13,012 1924'D 
double eagles were melted under the Gold Recall of 1933. Many 
of the coins that survived the meltings had already been used 
in trade with Canada, explaining the high number of XF and 
AU pieces extent. Uncirculated representatives derive mainly 
from European holdings returned to this country from the 1950s 
through the 1970s. About 1,200 examples survive in all. Near- 
Gems are very scarce, and anything finer is a major rarity. 

Luminous peach-gold surfaces exhibit a higher level of care 
than usually encountered, as few overt marks are present. The 
torch fingers are clear, and the Capital columns are mostly distinct.

Research Roger 
Burdette explains that “all but approximately 250,000 1924'S 
double eagles were melted — a huge waste of time, resources, and 
money.” The quarter million coins that were released were sent 
to Federal Reserve Banks for export, though only 500 or so pieces 
have been traced to European sources. Most examples fall within 
the MS62 to MS63 grade range. Near-Gems will give any dedicated 
collector a run for his or her money, and anything finer will prove 
prohibitive. Although strike definition is typical for the issue, this 
piece enjoys eye-appealing orange-gold surfaces awash in radiant 
frost. It will surely hold a place of importance in any high-end set. 
Only five submissions at PCGS are finer. CAC: 20 in 64, 1 finer

Without question, the primary attribute of this impressive 
semikey is the rich, multi-hued coloration that adorns each side. Deep 
copper-orange, lavender, and light-peach gold shades coalesce over 
minimally abraded surfaces. A horizontal mark in the left obverse 
field above the rays and another below the eagle’s neck will help 
identify this coin in future appearances. Well-produced, as expected 
for the issue. PCGS records seven finer grading events (9/16).

The rich-gold color reveals orange and green accents for 
excellent eye appeal. It is one of just five coins to receive CAC 
endorsement at the MS63 level.

Small quantities 
did make it out of the mint, with a few groups of coins repatriated 
from Europe. Those make up the 600 estimated survivors. The 
average 1926-D twenty is apt to grade between MS61 and MS62. 
Select condition is at the upper range of what is possible for 
well-resourced specialists to reasonably target, as finer coins are 
downright rare. This orange-gold semikey offers accents of delicate 
lilac color and softly shimmering satin luster. A somewhat mushy 
strike over the lower part of the obverse is expected, while detail 
is good elsewhere. The 1926-D was formerly considered the top 
rarity in the Saint-Gaudens series after the 1933. Although recent 
discoveries have reduced its overall scarcity, ownership of a nice 
example is truly a badge of accomplishment.

5641 1927 MS67 PCGS. Almost every one of the 2.9 million double 
eagles minted in Philadelphia in 1927 was transferred to Federal 
Reserve Banks for shipment overseas. As many as 530,000 examples 
have returned from abroad, where they sat idly in storage for decades. 
Consequently, the 1927 is readily accessible through Premium Gem 
condition. Only in MS67 does the issue become elusive, frequently 
targeted by type enthusiasts. This would be an ideal example for 
such purposes. The strike is bold, the fields largely unabraded, and 
the eye appeal exceptional. Radiant frost cascades over deep orange- 
gold surfaces. Population: 20 in 67 (2 in 67 +), 0 finer (9/16).

For almost 20 years, the 1926-S was 
considered one of the premier rarities in the Saint-Gaudens 
series.

Today its days as a major rarity are long in the past and it 
is relegated to merely “scarce.” This is a dazzling, brightly lustrous 
example and the strike definition is complete throughout. The 
obverse fields show numerous die striations, a curious occurrence 
on a Saint, suggestive of a Mint employee’s attempt to burnish 
the dies and impart a prooflike sheen to the fields (it didn’t work).

5642 1927-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1927-S is not only a 
celebrated issue in the Saint-Gaudens series in its own right, 
but its closest cousin, the fabulously rare 1927-D double eagle, 
further augments its considerable fame. That the 1927-S has 
maintained such an elite status is made all the more impressive 
when one considers the number of issues in the series today 
considered “less rare than previously thought” — almost 
invariably due to discoveries of small caches of coins in Europe 
or Latin America, which mostly occurred in the 1940s through 
the early 1960s. While the 1927-S has not been entirely 
immune to that phenomenon, far fewer examples have been 
found than many other issues that constitute the last decade or 
so in the manufacture of the denomination. 

The only Saint-Gaudens double eagles that we can say with 
certainty to have entirely escaped the “former rarity syndrome” 
are the 1927-D and the 1933. And so far as is known, there 
have been no new 1927-Ds uncovered overseas, if at all, in 
many decades, as one of its first known auction appearances 
— in the 1944 J.F. Bell Collection — was accompanied by a 
description speculating that no more than a dozen were known, 
and today we can account for only 13 examples. On the other 
hand, the 1926-D in the 1940s was thought rarer than the 1927- 
D, and yet today, due to those selfsame repatriations, several 
hundred examples are known, most of them Mint State. 

The 1927-S, however, bears more similarities to the 1927-D 
than to the 1926-D. In the companion volume to the Phillip 
H. Morse Collection, which we handled in 2005, we wrote this 
concerning the 1927-S issue: 

“The 1927-S is one of the rarest and best-known issues in 
the Saint-Gaudens series of double eagles. In 1988, David 
Akers ranked the 1927-S as tenth in overall rarity out of 
the 54-coin series. Fifty years ago it was considered as the 
fourth rarest, trailing only the 1924-S, 1926-D, and 1926-S. 
Since that time, a few 1927-S twenties have turned up, one 
or two at a time but nothing approaching the quantities of, 
say, the 1926-S. This is in spite of the fact that 3.1 million 
pieces were produced. The key status of the 1927-S is based 
on absolute rarity rather than conditional rarity. In all grades, 
there are probably only 160-170 pieces extant today, but 
curiously, two-thirds of the pieces known are Uncirculated 
— and there are several that are known at the Superb level.” 

As further testament to the modern day rarity of the 1927-S, 
we note that when the final prices were tallied in the Morse 
Collection, the finest known 1927-D, an MS67 PCGS example, 
was in first place. The second, third, and fifth-highest price 
records went to the incredibly rare 1921s, in MS66, MS65, and 
MS64, respectively (the 1921 is extremely rare above MS63). 
Fourth place went to an incredibly rare 1920-S in MS66 — and 
the sixth-highest price went to a 1927-S double eagle in MS67, 
at the time the sole finest known. 

This piece, CAC-endorsed in MS65, is one of only 11 Gem- 
graded at NGC and PCGS combined — six at PCGS (two in 
MS66+) and five at NGC — and there are only nine examples 
certified finer (9/16). Like other 1927-S twenties we have 
handled, this example has dynamic luster characteristics. The 
intensity of the mint luster and intermingled reddish-gold and 
lilac colors give it a resemblance to a high grade 1923-D. The 
surfaces are remarkably free from abrasions, with the only one of 
note for pedigree purposes located in the left obverse field. An 
outstanding example of this key Saint-Gaudens twenty.

5643 1929 MS65 PCGS. The post-WWI era saw only one country 
return to the fully convertible gold standard — the United 
States. As such, U.S. gold coinage became the target of hoarders 
from countries whose governments had ceased backing their 
currency with the yellow metal. Numismatic author and 
research Roger Burdette writes in a soon-to-be-published work 
on double eagles: 

“The immediate post-war period saw a large increase in trade 
with South America through about 1920. Demand sagged 
once European competitors re-entered the markets although 
the United States maintained much of its gains in new 
markets. This commercial activity accounted for a substantial 
part of American gold coin exports that were later repatriated 
and made available to coin collectors.” 

Major players in the importation of United States gold hailed 
from France, Switzerland, Belgium, and the Netherlands, and 
by the early 1930s as much as $5 million in U.S. gold was being 
imported per week into those countries and elsewhere. An 
entire trade had developed whereby European banks and dealers 
would buy up coinage from American banks for face value and 
sell them the intermediates for a premium of about 5%. Those 
intermediaries would in turn sell the United States gold to 
private individuals building up their own personal gold stocks 
and willing to pay 20% over face value for the privilege. 

The gold trade had no direct effect on production in the 
United States, but it was one of the factors that lead to a 
tightening of monetary policy, which increased the number of 
eagles and double eagles struck, and it minimized the demand 
for money. This dichotomy (high mintages, low demand) 
explains why millions of gold coins remained in Treasury and 
bank vaults at the time of the 1933 Gold Recall. 

Of the 1.7 million twenty dollar gold pieces struck at 
Philadelphia in 1929, only a tiny fraction were released by the 
Mint. Roger Burdette suggests merely 1,176 double eagles were 
ever made available to the public, and the certification totals 
at the leading grading services indicate that just 300 to 400 
examples of this very scarce date survive. Gem-graded coins 
near the top of the population chart are decidedly rare. 

The present piece displays fiery tangerine-orange color on the 
obverse amid frosty, glowing luster, while the reverse showcases 
lighter orange-gold, peach-yellow, and mint-green hues. The 
strike is razor-sharp, and the only higher-grade-preventative is a 
pair of marks in the field above Liberty’s right (facing) shoulder.

Limited Survival in All Grades 



5644 1930-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. Acclaimed American sculptor 
August Saint-Gaudens’ double eagle series is widely collected for its 
artistic beauty and historical significance. As an added bonus, many 
issues remain relatively accessible in higher states of preservation. 
However, like most other series in American numismatics, there 
are a few highly coveted key dates in the Saint-Gaudens set that 
are only available to a limited number of collectors because of 
their low survival rates and the correspondingly high prices they 
consistently realize. Among such dates are the 1920-S, 1921, and 
1927-D, and the five issues between 1929 and 1932. The 1930-S is 
acknowledged to be the most challenging of the exclusive late-date 
grouping, and the acquisition of an example is undoubtedly the 
mark of an advanced specialist. 

Twenty dollar output dropped to just 74,000 pieces at the San 
Francisco Mint in 1930, marking the resumption of double eagle 
production after a three-year hiatus at the facility. The low mintage 
is among the smallest in the entire series. However, the 1930-S 
ranks as one of the most elusive dates not because of its mintage, but 
rather because of the minuscule number of survivors. Like the other 
“late-date Saints,” the 1930-S was struck mainly for reserve purposes 
as backing for gold certificates. Dr. Charles W. Green’s 1947 inquiry 
into the actual number of distributed coins yielded a total of 3,250 
representatives. Few were exported overseas, and the majority 
remained in the hands of American collectors and dealers. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s issuance of Executive Order 6102 in 1933 
forbade private ownership of gold and resulted in the destruction of 
nearly the entire mintage, ensuring the issue’s rarity to the present 
day. In fact, the certified population reveals the 1930-S to be the 
second-rarest regular issue in the series behind only the 1927-D. 

This CAC-approved near-Gem has limited peers and even 
fewer superiors. The design elements are sharply brought up amid 
softly frosted yellow-gold fields. A few light marks prove to be 
minor for the grade, and the overall eye appeal is reminiscent 
of the common type-coin issues of the 1920s. Truly a superb 
representative of this late-series rarity. Population: 16 in 64, 15 
finer.

Frosty and Sharp, Famous Melt Rarity 



5645 1931 MS64 PCGS. The final issues in the Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle series are representative of a time when the United States was 
in the throes of the Great Depression, wrestling with a deflationary 
spiral, high unemployment rates, and correspondingly low demand 
for large denomination coins like the double eagle. The low 
demand for coinage is not necessarily reflected in the mintages of 
the twenty dollar issues with which the series concludes, but rather 
in the number of pieces distributed. The 1929, 1931, and 1932 
Philadelphia issues all boast high mintages in excess of 1 million 
coins (2.9 million pieces in 1931). Yet, along with the 1930-S and 
193 UD, they represent some of the most challenging and elusive 
dates in the series. 

An essential component to understanding why the 1931 and 
other later-date twenties prove so elusive is the number of pieces 
put out by the Treasury at the time. Despite the vast quantities 
produced, the coins were merely stored in vaults as reserves for 
United States currency, which was subject to the Gold Standard at 
the time. In fact, few double eagles were actually paid out. When 
Roosevelt issued the Gold Recall in April 1933, only a small 
handful of late-date twenties avoided conversion into gold bars 
and ingots. In 1947, Dr. Charles W. Green, whose double eagle 
collection drew significant attention when it was sold at auction by 
B. Max Mehl in 1949, went to the office of the Director of the Mint 
to look into exactly how many coins were paid out by the Treasury 
Department. He found that 45 examples of the 1931 had been 
released through official channels. In a new book on double eagles, 
Roger Burdette writes, “The Dr. Green letter states that ‘45 were 
put out’ but that quantity is second-hand from documents supplied 
by Assistant Mint Director Howard and likely refers only to records 
immediately available in the late 1940s.” Instead, Burdette’s 
research shows that as many as 310 1931 twenties were at one 
point available to collectors, at least 22 of them were distributed to 
known recipients, and probably 110 or so examples survive. 

Since few coins, if any, were exported overseas, the 1931 is often 
found in high grade — typically in MS64 and MS65 condition. 
Sharp strikes and vibrant luster are also characteristic of the 
issue, and the present coin does not disappoint. Sharply defined 
motifs exist amid thick, frosty wheat-gold luster that has hints of 
pale green throughout. Merely a few trivial contact marks on the 
figure of Liberty and the eagle determine the grade while allowing 
above-average eye appeal to prevail. Population: 27 in 64, 38 finer 
(9/16).

5646 1931 MS66 PCGS. Leading into the debut of Saint-Gaudens’ 
majestic double eagle in 1907, commercial circulation of this 
denomination had declined significantly since the days of the 
Reconstruction when paper currencies were widely distrusted. 
Eventual abandonment of large denomination gold in circulation 
was then fated by the establishment of the Federal Reserve 
System in 1913, which centralized the United States’ banking 
system and standardized circulating currency. Following the 
Federal Reserve Act of December 23rd, 1913, new series of paper 
currencies were issued by the federal government in the form 
of Gold Certificates and Federal Reserve Notes. Unlike today, 
these early notes were “redeemable in gold on demand.” This 
necessitated heavy production of large denomination gold coins, 
even if there was little or no commercial need. 

The stock market crashed in October 1929, which became 
known as the over-the-cliff moment of the Great Depression that 
lasted will into the 1930s for many of the countries affected by the 
collapse of the United States markets. This also exposed a critical 
flaw in the Federal Reverse System. By the late 1920s, the number 
of gold certificates and federal reserve notes issued was nearly at the 
limit of what could be legally backed by gold in government vaults. 
The Federal Reserve Act necessitated that enough gold be on hand 
to back at least 40% of the value of the credit issued in the form 
of reserve notes and certificates. In short, the government was out 
of credit. During the massive economic slump of the early Great 
Depression years, gold certificates were heavily redeemed for their 
gold equivalent, and gold coin was being hoarded by those fortunate 
enough to have it. This further shortened the government’s gold 
reserves and lead to President Roosevelt’s Executive Order 6102 
in 1933, prohibiting the private ownership of monetary gold and 
gold certificates. Whether or not this unilateral action helped the 
economy is debated to this day, but one certain result of it was 
the massive melting of large numbers of gold coins — out of both 
government reserves and recalled public holdings — creating great 
rarities out of what normally would have been common dates. 

The double eagle of 1931 is among the late-series Saints known 
as “melt rarities.” Following the gold melts, it is believed that 
only about 110 pieces survive in all grades, almost exclusively in 
Mint State, since none ever circulated to a measurable extent 
— most of the mintage never left government vaults but was 
stored as a reserve until destroyed in the 1930s. The typical coin 
grades MS64 or MS65. The present piece is decidedly rare at the 
Premium Gem level, and only a single MS67 coin is finer. We 
have previously handled only five individually different MS66 
examples, the most recent of which was the Duckor/Eliasberg 
coin, which realized $120,750 in our Long Beach Signature sale 
(Heritage, 5-6/2012), lot 5394. The present coin is at least as fine. 
Mint-fresh, frosty luster produces a burst of luminescence when 
rotated beneath a light, delivering an eye-catching yellow-gold 
cartwheel effect. Incredibly clean fields showcase sharp devices that 
are uncommonly free of significant marks or grazes. It may be years 
before a comparable example of this famous rarity is again offered 
at auction.

An Eye-Catching Rarity 



5647 1931-D MS64 PCGS. CAC. Relatively little coinage was 
required in the United States in 1931 as the country was in the 
midst of the Great Depression. Double eagles were coined only at 
the Philadelphia and Denver mints, and the 106,500 pieces struck 
at the latter facility was a comparatively low production. In fact, 
the 1931-D twenty dollar mintage was the second lowest of the 
1920s and 1930s, trailing only the 74,000-piece 1930-S. And like 
the 1930-S, most of the 1931-D production was melted. 

Estimates of this issue’s survival rate have varied widely. 
Walter Breen underestimated the 1931-D survival rate in his 1988 
Encyclopedia when he wrote that “Possibly 30-35 survive.” A more 
realistic, post-grading services estimate of 103 to 156 examples is 
offered in David Bowers’ popular Guide Book reference, and the 
authors of Coinage of Augustus Saint'Gaudens estimate a similar 
survivorship, indicating “100 to 150 known”; PCGS seconds the 
latter population estimate exactly. Combined, the two major 
grading services have certified 140 specimens including possible 
resubmissions, virtually all of which are in Uncirculated grades 
through MS65. Our Permanent Auction Archives show the 1931- 
D to have made about 65 appearances at auction since 1993, 
mostly as expected in MS63 to MS65. Only a handful of Premium 
Gems are reported, and no coins have been graded finer. These 
figures suggest that the surviving population may reside well below 
the 150-coin mark. Recent studies by Roger Burdette suggest that 
no more than 125 pieces are extant, which is likely accurate. 

While some examples display traces of granularity, the present 
1931-D is one of the better-produced examples of the issue. The 
design elements are sharply struck, yielding frosty mint luster that 
melts into the well-preserved fields. Warm peach-orange interiors 
cede to brighter green-gold borders. A single hit on Liberty’s right 
(facing) arm is the only mentionable abrasion. This classic rarity is 
a great numismatic prize in any grade and truly special in this well- 
preserved condition.

5648 1932 MS66 PCGS. Ex: Park Avenue Collection. The 1932 is 
one of the most desired of all Saint-Gaudens double eagles and 
represents the final collectible date in the series. The federal 
government melted virtually the entire mintage of just over 1.1 
million pieces. According to records obtained from the mint in 
1947 by Dr. Charles W. Green, a New York collector, only 110 
Philadelphia double eagles were issued in 1932. Recent research 
by Roger W. Burdette has unearthed Mint and Treasury records 
that indicate a slightly different total of 113 double eagles were 
distributed to various institutions and private individuals in 1932, 
but these figures are in close agreement. 

Estimates of the number of 1932 twenty dollar pieces that 
have survived to the present day have varied widely but are more 
or less leveled off in recent years. PCGS estimates that about 
100 examples are known, which is consistent with David Akers’ 
(revised 2008) estimate that “fewer than 100 coins have survived. 
Virtually all of these pieces are Mint State.” Early estimates 
such as Walter Breen’s (1988) statement that “possible 22-25 
survive, almost all Unc” and David Bowers’ (2004) suggestion that 
“between 60 to 80 different pieces,” are too low. 

PCGS and NGC combined have seen just more than 150 
examples of the 1932 double eagle, a number of which are most 
probably resubmitted coins. Virtually all certified examples are 
in Uncirculated grades, primarily through near-Gem. Garrett 
and Guth write in their Gold Coins Encyclopedia that: “The 
Smithsonian collection example is possibly the finest known, and 
would probably grade MS67.” 

The 1932 is usually very sharply struck and exhibits frosty luster, 
though some are satiny in texture. Excessively abraded surfaces 
are not usually a problem, although most examples reveal a few 
scattered bagmarks. All in all, 1932 double eagles are exceptionally 
attractive coins with outstanding luster and color. The 1932 is 
superior in this regard to all other late-date issues with the possible 
exception of the 1930-S. 

The present Premium Gem showcases all of these fine qualities 
to their full extent and combines them with a technical grade that 
has not been surpassed save for a single Plus-designated Premium 
Gem at PCGS. Thick, frosty wheat-gold luster rolls over the 
devices and pools in the fields on each side, illuminating the bold 
strike and unabraded surfaces. Eye appeal is superb.

Panama-Pacific International Exposition, held in San Francisco in 
1915 from February to December, was a grand success in many ways, 
and perhaps most significantly in terms of artistic and architectural 
exhibition — all the way from the majestic Palace of Fine Arts 
(the only Exposition structure still standing today on the original 
fair grounds) to the small gold and silver souvenir coins that were 
issued at the San Francisco Mint midway through the event. The 
latter are the most widely collected mementos of the Pan-Pac 
Exposition today, thanks to avid interest from numismatists. 

There were five different coins issued, including a silver half 
dollar, gold dollar, quarter eagle, and fifty dollar gold pieces in both 
round and octagonal format. Of these, the fifties are by far the rarest 
and most sought-after today. Slightly more than 1,500 examples of 
each variety were struck, including assay pieces. The coins were so 
large that a medal press had to be shipped to San Francisco from the 
Philadelphia Mint to strike them. However, sales of the gold fifties 
fell short of expectations, largely due to the twice-face-value price 
advertised by Farran Zerbe, which made the them prohibitively 
expensive for the majority of the Exposition attendees. One 
hundred dollars was much more money in 1915 than most folks 
could part with. By the end of the Exposition, 855 octagonal fifties 
and 1,015 round were melted as unsold, leaving net distributions 
of only 645 and 483 coins, respectively. No doubt many collectors 
regretted not purchasing an example of the hefty Pan-Pac fifties at 
the fair, as within five years the numismatic value of these pieces had 
virtually doubled. Today, the acquisition of one of these “slugs” is a 
landmark achievement for the classic commemorative collector. 

The round variant is the scarcer and more highly sought-after 
of the two varieties. Due to the nature of their distribution as 
mementos, most were well-preserved and are Mint State today.

Several souvenir guidebooks were published by the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition Company in 1915, each at 
different price points and with slightly different content. The 
books outlined the event’s mission statement and provided 
information regarding the location and contents of the 
palaces, gardens, exhibits, and concessions. The introduction 
to one of the more lavish guidebooks explains that the fair: 

“... celebrates the completion of that epochal achievement 
the Panama Canal, by which two continents are severed 
that the entire world may be brought into close contact. 
It celebrates also the achievements of mankind during the 
decade preceding the year 1915, shows the great progress 
that has been made in every branch of human endeavor 
and depicts the present capabilities of the human race.” 

In addition to the official guidebooks, a variety of souvenir 
tokens, medals, and other miscellaneous numismatic items were 
available for purchase by fair-goers. The United States Mint 
manufactured a number of commemorative coins for the event: 
a silver half dollar, a gold dollar, a gold two and a half dollar, and 
two gold fifty dollar coins. A souvenir medal was also produced 
and was, in fact, the only Mint-made numismatic item available 
to exhibition visitors until May 1915, three months after the 
PPIE opened to the public. Farran Zerbe was contracted to sell 
the Mint products at his Money of the World Exhibit located in 
the Palace of Liberal Arts. 

Buyers could acquire a set containing the three lower coin 
denominations plus a choice of either the Round or Octagonal 
“quintuple eagle” for $100 price. The majority of high-end coin 
purchasers opted for the distinctly shaped, eight-sided coins, 
but the high purchase price of these pieces still caused sales to 
fall short of expectations. Of the 1,500 Octagonal fifties struck, 
only 645 were sold between July 1915, when they were first 
issued, and December 1915, when the Exposition shut its doors. 
While most of the distributed pieces survive, examples are 
nevertheless scarce in today’s market. 

The present near-Gem example displays fully struck devices 
and original, frosty straw-gold luster that exhibits few abrasions.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF

In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion.

Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank.

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may 
charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may 
offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of 
the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer.. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, 
or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable 
statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by 
Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received 
by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different 
Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. 
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With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs.

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 


Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury 
waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces 
the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot.

The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas.
